What He Is—and Isn’t. 

So, if yau are as interested in him 
as you ought to be, you will have to be 
interested in him for the things he 
isn’t. 

He is neither austere nor expansive; 
neither ponderous nor blithe; neither 
picturesque nor commonplace. He will 
tell you no anecdotes and be but civ- 
fily interested in yours. He will nei- 
ther bandy epigrams nor paper your 
desk with mimeographed “statements.” 

He is a golden-mean man, neither se- 
cretive nor wearing a crystal window 
in his breast for Interviewers to peek 
through. 

In short, the things that make him 
interesting are the opposites of the 
attributes and manifestations that 
make most Washington notables in- 


teresting. 
Two things he thoroughly dislik 


meanor, in aspect; no oratorical tones; 
no gesticulation; no sartorial elabora- 
tion. Talking to them was a weighty 
man in a short, dark coat, who as soon 
as he said what he had to say, hurried 
away. 

The attorney genera! is solidly built: 
more of the farmer type from which 
he sprang than of the tenacious, acute, 
legalistic scholar type which he today 
represents, Viewing him as to head 
and shoulders you would give him the 
word maasive; but below the chest he 
runs to bulk—rather too much bulk 
for 612 years. 

A Quiet and Steady Man. 

His large head is comfortably 
thatched; his face smooth shaven; his 
nose modified Roman; his chin power- 
ful; his voice quiet and steady; his 
clothes worn more to cover him than 
to exhibit him. 

When he talks to you he takes off his 
pince-nez and poises them on the 
thumb of his right hand, and while he 
talks he seems never to move. A prac- 
ticed interviewer finds few things 
about a man more reassuring than 
that. Always doubt men of frequent 
or fluttering movement. They seldom 
are of much account. 

This man, they say, has the strength 
of a horse. If he is vain or anything 
he is vain of that—of his capacity for 
steadfast application. Once in the talk 
he gave THw TRisuns he said about 
some fishing expedition, “It was the 
first day off I'd had since April.” 

His Infrequent Vacations. 

That figured out 24 a period of near- 
ly eight month, and I—not that I 
have any passion for exercise—said 
kindly, “But was that so wise for a 
studious man?” And he said, almost 
apologetically, “ Well, when I do take 
a vacation I play as hard as I like. 
Besides I’m reasonable about food, and 
I take my setting up exercises. In 
New York I walked two times a day 
and I’ll resume that here as soun as 
I get things in hand.

A Story of Silent Cal 

When the attorney general said “in 
his way,” it was no mere manner of 
speaking as appeared when he told the 
story of a morning in the Adams 
houss, Boston, where he and his fa- 
ther were having breakfast together. 
It is a short story. Simply this: Mr, 
Coolidge enters the dining room. There 
are plenty of vacant places at the 
tables. But he comes out of his way 
to take the vacant place at the table 
where his friends, father and son 
Stone, are sitting. And throughout 
the meal he speaks not one word. 
~ ~7f," gaid the attorney general, ju- 
dicially, “he had not spoken to us and 
gone to another table I suppose one 
might have thought he was unfriendiy.

Baéward Smale Jr. and Thomas Car- 
lisle, former detective sergeants of the 
Chicago police department, yesterday 
were séntenced to prison terms in 
Leavenworth penitentiary for con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice and tam- 
pering with a federal jury in connec- 
tion with a liquor case in which they 
were defendants. 

Smale was sentenced to serve two 
years and pay a fine of $2,500 and 
court costs. Carlisle received a year 
and a day and $1,000 fine, with no 
costs. Sentences were passed by Fed- 
eral Judge Walter C. Lindley. 

According to Assistant District At- 
torney Edwin L. Weisl, who prose- 
cuted Smale and Carlisle in the hi- 
jacking case which led to the conspi- 
racy trial, it was the first time in 
United States cOurts’ history that de- 
fendants had been found guilty and 
sentenced to prison for tampering 
with a federal jury. 

Mr. Weisl said he would go before 
the court on May 6 and ask retrial of 
Smale and Carlisle on the hi-jacking 
charge, of which they were acquitted, 
on the grounds that neither is entitled 
to the constitutional privileges which 
allow a defendant to be “placed in; 
jeopardy ” but oncé for an offense.

Senator Smoot added that if the 
Mellon rates, as provided in the com- 
mittee amendments, are rejected he 
then will offer a substitute amendment 
increasing the maximum surtax from 
25 to probably 30 per cent. If the 30 
per cent rate is voted down he intends 
to go to 32 per cent, then to 85 per 
cent and finally to 37 per cent.
